Louisville, Ky., June 12.— Settle- 
ment of tba Kantndqr Are insurance 
tangle, eaaaad hf thawbofsaale with- 
drawal from the state of foreign in- 
surance companies following enact- 
ment by the laat l^slature of the 
Glenn-Greene amendmant to string- 
ent state supervision and taxation of 
premiums, is predicted as a result of 
conferences hcie between repreeent- 
atives of several large insuraneaeom - 
psnies and atate officials. 

A proposition snbbmitted by the 
insurance representatives is declared 
by members of the conference to be 
satisfactory to the state officials ex- 
cept in a few minor details, and 
probably will receive official approv- 
al. Under thia propoaition the in- 
suranee eompanies agree to the prin- 
ciple of state regulation and will 
return to the state at once. 

The state officials are to suspend 
operationa of the new law and re- 
frain from putting certain heavy 
expenses entailed by the law upon 
the companies. A test of the consti- 
tutionality of the measure will be 



A eoouniarioD will be ,named to 
frame a new MI] to be introduced at 
the next legislature to take the place 
of the Zorn law and the Glenn-Greene 
amendment. Onaal tiiese commis- 
sioners will be named by Kentucky 
business organizations, another by 
the state insurance board and the 
third by the insurance companies 

The companiee also agree to make 
certain reductions in rates in accord- 
ance with orders issued by the state 
rating board.

The committee r a pr as c nting 
the companies has latwred wall and 
ftfthfolly, not alone in their own in- 
teresta, but in the intereet of their 
customers as well, to arrive at a basis 
of understanding which would |K?r- 
mit them to resume business in l^en- 
tucky.

sent, met the dentands for a reduc- 
tion in rataa aad Anally we eongra^ 
ulate the people of Kentucky on the 
settlement of an iseue which threat- 
ened to paralyze the business of the 
State; stegaate trade an4 retard the 
growHtaod davalaiNNM af mnou- 
facturing and comraariia jIuoqglWBt 
the Commonwealth.

HISTORY OF 
WESTMINSTER 

A Hundred Years of Usefulness 
of Presbyterian diirdi 
inCitj.

Whil«' the earliest records of the 
Presbytertian ehurd) of Hopkinsville 
have been lost, and there are none 
that ^< back any further than Mav 
1824, yet there is a very old and 
wril-eetabUahed tradition that the 
church was organised by the Rev. 
Gideon Blackburn, D. D., between 
1811 and 1813. This tradition is 
substantiated by certain facta con- 
nected with the planting and de- 
velopment of Presbyterianism in the 
state, and with certain facta con- 
nected with the life of Dr. Black- 
bUrn. Theee facta are, to say the 
least, not inconsistent with tlie tra- 
dition, and lend weight to the M'wf 
that the church was established 
nearer the earlier than tha later 
date. 

Hopkinsville itaelf waa not platted 
ooKoatilim and Hie suggestive 

that one of the first two settlers in 
Christian county, Jno. MoniKo">ery, 
bears the same name as one who 
later was an Elder in this church. 
Dr. F. G. Montgomery. The names 
of the earliest sett'ers appear upon 
the rolls of the church, and some of 
them occupied a prominent place in 
theesteblishment and developing of 
the town. One who eompareethe 
histories of the county and of the 
church is impressed with the recur 
ranee of such names as: Thompson, 
Davidge. Dallam, Bradshaw, Shack- 
leford. Bronaugh, Breathitt. Henry, 
Stites. Steele, Rice, Sharp, Hopkiua, 
and many others. 

During ita infancy the church had 
no regular preachinp or house of 
worship, using the old Court House 
when it was necessary. The original 
Elders were Wm. Moofe and David 
Berry. The first stated preacher 
was liev. Wm. K. Stewart, who 
preached here once a month for sev- 
eral years, and organized what is 
now known as McKenzie Kirk. 

When the records begin Rev. Ralph 
Cushman is Pastor; the Elders are 
David Berry, Thos. Hopkins, J as H. 
Rice. Robert Scott, Matthew W. 
Henry and the churdiliaB a member- 
ship of fifty-seven 

Some time during the year 1825, 
the congregation erected a building 
on the same lot and sKghtiy to the 
east of where Westminster church 
now stands. An itemized statement 
hia baan preserved, showing that 
the cost of the buUding and lot was 
$4,604. 

Then followed several supi'lies for 
brief seasons. Rev. R. A. Lapaley, 
Rev. John Smith and Mr. Robert 
Hamilton, which brings the record 
down to the ministry of Rev. Tiios. 
Caldwell, who arrived here in May, 
1828, He waa granted permission to 
preach at Clwkavnia aad other plaees 
and seems to have conducted regu- 
lar services at "Salubria Springe. " 
He died whila dtaMlaaa vWliB 
Nov. 1888. 

He was succeeded by Rev. W. D. 
Jones, who bejran his ministry here 
before liaving been ordained, iu May 
1884. Bb adaiatry was eharacter- 
ized by several great ravivala and 
had more additions to the ehnreh 
than that of any other pastor, save 
those of Dr. Nourse. In 1844 Mrs. 
Susan Praeton left bar paopartyto 
the church for a manse, the proper- 
ly where Dr. Jackson now resides, 
and in bar will it is described a.-, h.- 
ing "on tlM e&t side of Main street, 
between South and Maple straeta." 
When the church separated in 1879 
this went into the hands of the First 
church and was sol<l. 

In Mar. 1848 Rev. Burr H. Mc- 
t own was called to the pastorate. 
The i ri'i-tion of the present church 
building is assigned lu thu date and, 
with a few minor altBcatteas. u in 



the same fom in which it was orig- 
inaHy built, n^ng it tiie oldest 
church ediflea in the city. Rev. B. 
D. Thomas wss supply here for a 
year, but there is no record of hio 
ministry in the Sessional records. 

Rev. F. n. Strahan came as Stated 
Supply in Oct. 1863. and one of the 
interesting relics, that the Centennial 
Celebration haabroogbt to Hght is a 
Pulpit Bible presrnted tn the church 
in 1845, and on the margins of which 
Mr. Strahan noted the texts from 
which he preached so that it has been 
poBsibte to a aea rma the .subjecta of 
his sermons for itaMat tiia entire 
time of his ministiy. 

Rev. R. V. D. Vevlna baeane pas- 
tor in 1859 and was here during the 
entire period of the Civil War, not 
leaving until 1867. It is worthy to 
note that the records of the church 
contain not the slighlest hint of the 
strife that was being waged and the 
activities of ita work show no signs 
of interroption. 

On July 20, 1)<7P, when the church 
was without a pastor, w^held a con- 
gregational meeting at which the 
congregation, by a vote of k9 to 15, 
decided to separate, the majority 
adherinp to the Southern church and 
the minority choosing the Northern. 
The history of the local church is 
closely wrapped up in that of the 
Presbytery and Synod, and it played 
a lar^^e imrt in the action which final- 
ly located the majority of the Synod 
in the Soathem, rather than in the 
N'orthern Assemlily. The Ses^ n 
wa.*^ evenly divided and exactly what 
was the proportion of the member- 
ship in enehdiureh it is impossible 
to say, but the vote indicated above 
would indicate that it was two to 
one. For some years both congre- 
gations occupied the building in turn 
and it waa not until 1879 that the 
property waa divided. 

Rev. H.M. Painter was Stated 
Supply from Uct. 1867 to Aug. 1869. 

In May 1870 Rev. Jno. C.Tate be- 
gan his ministry here as Stated Sup- 
ply, and was installed pastor in Oct. 
1876. It was during his ministry 
that the-property was divided, as in- 
dicated above, and. what is n o w 
known as Westminster church was 
Incorporated under the name of the 
Sscond Presbyterian church, with 
C. B. Alexander, C. L. Dade and Jas. 
C. Moore as t^e incorporators. 

On June 21. 1885. Rev. W. L. 
Nourse was installed pastor, and 
his ministry was the longest and the 
most productive of additions to 
membership of any in the history of 
the church. The town was thorough- 
ly aroused by revival meetings under 
such men as Sam Jones, D. L. Moody 
and others. 

From Nov. 1903 to July 1907, Rev. 
J. E. Fogartie, D. D., was Stated 
Supply and pastor. 

The present pastorate, that of 
Rev. C. H. H. Branch, began in Dec. 
1907. 

While mere figures will not indi- 
cate the full work of the church, the 
following totals for the Century will 
be of interest. As far as they affect 
the membership, they are accurate 
for the entire time; in the finances, 
it has been impossible to secure re- 
ports for some of the years, and the 
total would be iargt r. Infants bap- 
tized. 299; adults, 22o; added on cer- 
tificate. 864; on profession of faith, 
769; a total of 1,188. Contribotad 
for benevolence-, ?lf>,;>12: for con- 
gregational expenses, $106,662, a 
total af|Ui,578.

swer their communication. 

Publication by the mediators of 
exchanges between them and Gaiir 
Carranza's agento and the report 
that the South American envoys re- 
garded further waiting as beneath 
their dignity, were taken hereto 
mean that the door to mediationia 
closed on the constitutionalists. 

Ready For Names. 

Niagara Falls, June 12.-In a full 
conference of the mediators and the- 
delegatt^ of both countries it waS' 
agreed tnat the transfer of author- 
ity from th^ preeent administration 
to the new provisional government 
should he accomplished in some other 
way than by General Huerta's ap- 
pointment of a minister of foi«{gD> 
affairs to succeed to the provisional 
presidency. 

Last night's conference lasted' 
more than two hours. Names for 
provisional president were not men- 
tioned, but it is exp«rted that at to- 
day's conference a beginning will be 
made in this direction. Another al- 
moat irreconcilable diiference <A 
eiriaion exists on the type of man fon* 
the provisiunal presidency, the Mex- 
icans arguing for a Vneutral," while;

TIm political game was not to hi 
tMte, and. after ^Mching school a 
f«w yean, he started « ftooriog mill 
in Hardinsburg, and hy IWl had 
made $25,000 or $30,000, all of which 
went upinsmoke in one day. His mill 
' and his new raaideoce near it were 
destroyed in the same fire, with no 
insurance. He borrowed money, 
p eked his flint, and started ail over, 
going on the road for two years and 
tri.ding in mill products until he got 
another foothold. In 1908 he was 
made Steward of the Western State 
Hospital and like Moses on Mount 
Kebo dimbed the 134-foot smoke 
ftack ;i' Hospital, and took his 
first low r. ■ ver int^ the " Promised 
Land ' two miles to the west. But 
unlike Moses, he was destined to 
tome day enter in.
